@o The n.w shops will produce chiefly heat-resistant fibrous materials. 
Productic:: cannot begin for about two months because nozzle pipes are 
lacking. These cannot be menufactured in the Soviet Zone because the 
equipment has mostly been dismantled, There is also a lack of necessary 


metals: platinum, rhodium, nickel and vanadium, according to report. The new 


materials to be produced are said to be Soviet developments of silicon — 
compounds, which already have been tested. However, difficulties exist 
over materials, mainly from a shortage of aluminium oxide.
